Gem  Unc.  (Gem  Uncirculated)  -  The  perfect  uncirculated  item,  clean,  bright,  vivid, 
crisp  (where  paper  permits),  well-margined,  unimprovable,  without  folds. 

Choice  Unc.  (Choice  Uncirculated  -  A  lovely  uncirculated  item,  having  only  a  hint  of 
aging  or  unevenness  of  the  margins,  face  or  back,  or  narrow  margins  which  take  it 
out  of  the  “Gem”  class. 

Unc.  (Uncirculated)  -  As  made  or  issued,  but  margins  may  be  poor,  the  item  lightly 
aged,  with  border  trimming. 

Choice  AU  (Choice  Almost  Uncirculated)  -  Essentially  a  mishandled  uncirculated  item 
with  deficiencies  like  a  comer  fold,  teller  counting  smudge  or  count  wrinkling.

OBSOLETE  CURRENCY 


The  collecting  field  of  obsolete  currency  took  a  new  direction  last 
year  when  the  American  Banknote  Company  decided  to  make  available  to 
the  collecting  community  their  archives,  consisting  of  proof  banknotes  of 
the  se\'eral  predecessor  firms,  by  means  of  a  public  auction  sale  last 
September.  This  arrh’al  of  fresh,  historically  significant  material  on  the 
market,  should  be  to  the  benefit  of  current  collectors  and  to  the  many 
newcomers  who  are  joining  the  ranks.  Although  fully  issued  notes  are 
much  desired  by  veteran  collectors,  proof  notes  ha\’e  the  advantage  of 
displaying  the  finest  details  of  the  engra\’er’s  art  and  should  not  be 
dismissed,  because  often  they  are  the  only  extant  specimens  available.  This 
is  especially  true  when  the  issuing  bank  became  part  of  the  National 
Banking  system  and  redeemed  its  outstanding  obsolete  notes;  sometimes  as 
late  as  thirty  years  after  the  Civil  War.

This  is  the  first  note  of  this  famous  banking  house  that  we  have  ever  offered.  We 
did  offer  some  bills  of  exchange,  drafts  and  certificates  in  our  Vacca  sale  in  1981, 
some  of  which  sold  at  prices  in  excess  of  $600.  The  firm  had  its  origins  in  New 
York  City,  where  Jay  Cooke,  later  the  famous  financier  of  the  Civil  War  era,  was  a 
partner.  It  also  had  offices  in  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Burlington,  LA  and  St.  Louis, 
Missouri.  This  firm  was  severely  run  in  1857  but  survived  into  the  1860’s.  Its  issued 
notes  are  practically  unavailable.  The  reason  for  the  Illinois  issues  in  small 
denominations  was  to  get  around  Missouri’s  ban  on  notes  under  the  denomination 
of  $10  (Illinois  notes  could  be  received  in  Missouri).  Moreover,  the  use  of  out  of 
state  notes  was  Clark’s  only  effective  way  to  challenge  the  virtual  monopoly  of 
banking  possessed  by  the  state  owned  Bank  of  Missouri.

A  SUPERB  OFFERING  OF 
INDIANA  COLLEGE  CURRENCY 

The  following  eighteen  lots  of  Indiana  college  notes  represent  the 
largest  public  offering  of  them  to  our  knowledge.  Although  college  currency 
has  been  an  often  neglected  area  of  obsolete  currency  collecting  the  near 
future  publication  of  a  comprehenswe  catalogue  on  the  subject  should 
definitely  increase  knowledge  and  therefore  increase  interest  in  the  area. 
Many  of  these  notes  are  very  rare  and  the  first  that  we  have  offered  or  seen.

This  note  would  certainly  be  an  enigma  to  anyone  that  was  not  familiar  with  these 
college  issues  or  the  history  of  the  university.  The  note  is  most  likely  a  stock  scrip 
note,  utilized  by  the  college  as  possibly  actual  circulating  currency.  The  ornate 
green  back  with  the  dragon  flies  is  one  of  the  few  instances  of  insects  appearing  on 
obsolete  currency.  Certainly  one  of  the  more  interesting  items  we  have  handled 
recently  and  it  would  not  surprise  us  if  it  brought  a  runaway  price.

It  has  long  been  our  feeling  that  the  obsolete  bank  notes  of  New 
York  State  ha\’e  been  undervalued  and,  in  consequence,  unappreciated 
both  as  regards  to  their  collectibility  and  their  true  rarity.  To  promote  a 
change  in  this  unwarranted  attitude,  we  have  inserted  a  good  deal  of 
historical  information  including  the  outstanding  dollar  amounts  of 
unredeemed,  genuinely  issued  notes  of  many  of  the  banks  in  this  section. 
We  have  never  included  this  information  in  any  of  our  catalogues  to  date. 
When  these  amounts  are  scrutinized,  collectors  will  understand  why  many 
of  these  notes  are  rarely  seen  in  any  condition.  Also,  bona  fide  issued  notes 
are  much  rarer  than  their  existing  proofs,  especially  so  since  the  dispersal 
of  the  American  Banknote  Company  holdings.  This  certainly  explains  the 
large  number  of  surviving  counterfeit,  spurious,  altered  and  sometimes 
complete  fantasy  notes  which  could  not  be  redeemed  and  therefore  appear 
readily  in  numismatic  channels  today. 

Included  in  this  offering  from  several  different  consignors,  are 
many  Haxby  plate  notes  from  an  old  time  collection  which  featured  not 
only  rare  genuine  notes,  but  many  rare  and  undervalued  counterfeit, 
raised,  spurious  and  altered  notes;  many  of  which  are  rarer  than  you 
would  be  led  to  believe.  These  notes  should  be  sought  after  by  serious 
collectors  seeking  completeness.  Indeed,  Haxby  thought  enough  of  them  to 
include  them  in  his  monumental  work  on  obsolete  bank  notes. 

Many  of  the  notes  presented  were  obtained  at  NASCA’s 
Guevrefdan  sale  in  1977  and  other  early  NASCA  auctions.  They  have  been 
off  the  market  since  then  and  include  many  rarities  not  present  in  the  ABN 
archives.  Several  of  the  raised  genuine  notes  are  raised  from  SENC  notes. 
Also,  please  note  that  many  rare  notes  will  also  be  included  in  the  Mail 
Bid  only  portion  of  this  sale. 

We  would  like  to  point  out  to  the  collectors  of  New  York  State 
Nationals  that  they  might  wish  to  obtain  obsolete  notes  from  New  York  to 
match  signatures  with  their  First  Charter  Nationals  for  "cross-over"  pairs.
